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Ghosts haunt Amiga's New Owners 
VIScorp faces final delay 



Last issue, we were extremely excited 
about the transfer of Amiga Technologies 
from Escom trustees to VIScorp. From the 
management of both VIScorp and Amiga 
Technologies, wc were told that the final 
deal was done and the transfer of assets 
would occur within the next month. 

However, as this issue goes to press, a 
much dreaded delay has occurred. Much to 
the disappointment of Amiga users, 
VIScorp requested clarification on issues at 
the last minute. VIScorp explained the 
difficulties in the following announcement 
which was released to their web site. 

30 More Days: 
VIScorp Announces 

Extension on Amiga Sale 

On August 20, 1996, the trustee for the 
bankruptcy of ESCOM AG and AMTGA 
Technologies GmbH, Bernhard l-lembach, 
extended the closing date for VIScorp's 
purchase of AMIGA for 30 days with the 
support of ESCOM creditors. 

While the agreement is firm, one of the 
financial institutions supporting VIScorp in 
the transaction required more documenta- 
tion to authorize their portion of the 
funding. Satisfied (hat VIScorp would meet 
these requirements, the closing date was 
extended. 

The closing will not be extended past 
this date. 

Wedding Jitters 

On the surface, this seems a reasonable 
announcement. The VIScorp executives 
who I have talked with have stated there is 
nothing wrong. One of their investors felt 
they needed more information and could 
not agree to the purchase without the 
required documentation. 

These same executives have stated 
there is nothing wrong with VIScorp's 
finances and the sale will go through as 
planned. We can only assume from these 
statements that VIScorp will replace the 
investor's portion of the sale with another 
source if the original investor, after seeing 
the added documentation, declines to agree 
with funding their portion of the sale. But 
this is the problem, we must assume and 
the Amiga market is not 100"i. in favor of 
assuming anything. 

Twice Burned and more 

The Amiga community has been faced 
with many delays over the last few years. 
The case could be made that the Amiga 
community has been constantly waiting. 
They waited for the original A1000. They 



waited months after the announcement of 
the A500 and A201K) before the machines 
appeared on the dealers' shelves. They 
waited for the Video Toaster, the Video 
Flyer, the A1200, and CD32 (technically, we 
are still waiting for that one). The problem 
is not that the Amiga community is 
impatient, it is that they have been patient 
so long. 

When Escom purchased the Amiga 
(again after a very long wait), they 
promised great things. While Escom did 
restart production of the Amiga, many of 
their other promises fell short. Escom 
explained the market conditions changed 
and they were underfunded for these 
activities. But, for the Amiga user, it was 
same-oh-same-oh . 

VIScorp's Burden 

While VIScorp is not responsible for 
the past problems of the Amiga, thev carry 
the burden. Everything VIScorp does will 
not be weighed by the strength of VIScorp's 
abilities, but by the past problems of the 
Amiga community. Is this fair? Of course 
not. But fair or not, it is something that 
VIScorp must weigh whenever they are 
making decisions that will effect this 
market. 

VfScorp executives have stated they 
will not or cannot make various statements 
before the sale is completed. They have also 
said they do not want to speak too early 
and discuss projei Is until they are near 
completion or completed. All of this means 
that VIScorp is attempting to protect the 
Amiga market from speculation and 
unrealizable expectations. However, since 
the Amiga market heard the same explana- 
tions from Escom, they are less inclined to 
accept this. 

With Pentium prices dropping, Apple 
Computer lowering Mac prices, and BeBox 
courting the Amiga consumer directly, 
VIScorp cannot take the Amiga user for 
granted. They will need to do everything 
they can to convince the Amiga community 
that they are committed to this market. 

In the same regard, Amiga users must 
be patient a while longer. Unfortunately, 
delays do occur and companies do change 
their plans as problems arise. Both VIScorp 
and Amiga users will need to trust each 
other. It will not be easy, but it is the only 
way the Amiga will truly succeed.

A Question of Amiga Service 




Dear AC, 

I am submitting this endeavor for 
your consideration. It was conceived not 
from a desire to he published but from a 
desperation too compelling to be denied. 
I probably need not mention that this is 
the first such project that I have ever 
attempted. 

Amiga or not Amiga, a question 
with which I hoped I would never be 
confronted. I bought one of the first 
Amiga 1000's after reading a glowing 
review of this exciting new entry into the 
personal computer market in Byte 
magazine. From the beginning, 1 had no 
misgivings; I found that Byte had not 
exaggerated the vast superiority of this 
new computer compared to the IBMish 
efforts. When the A2000 was announced, 
I did not hesitate to trade in my first 
Amiga and again I was not disappointed. 

Now, after a dismal vear or so, we 
are promised more laudable accomplish- 
ments from the heirs to the Amiga 
throne. I should be waiting excitedly for 
the first of these engineering blockbust- 
ers to materialize. But I'm not. There is a 
serious flaw in the Amiga environment. 
Service, or actually, lack of service. My 
terminally ill Amiga rests next to the 
IBMish machine that I have borrowed, 
from a misguided friend, to write this. 
After about two years and three repair 
facilities, I am faced with the prospect of 
having to abandon the computer that I 
have bragged about for years and replace 
it with a primitive architecture just 
because I am unable to find one repair 
facility in these United States that knows 
the Amiga well enough to repair 
whatever problems it may have and 
reputable enough to trust with my 
computer. 

My problems began when, after 
forty-five minutes of flawless operation, 
my Video Director (Gold Disk) program 
announced that the LANC interface was 
not responding. I sent my S-VHS deck to 
a Sony repair facility and they gave it a 
clean bill of health. I sent the interface 
cable to Gold Disk (they were still in 
Canada) and they found nothing wrong 
with the cable but said that they would 



send me a new one anyway. I wonder 
whether they can explain why the new 
cable that they sent me bears the 
identical identification mark that I put on 
the original one. Having been one of the 
suckers who bought Professional Page 
when Gold Disk claimed to have revised 
it to print dot matrix, what a mess that 
was, I shed no tears when Gold Disk 
defected to the great Blue yonder. But I 
digress. 

I borrowed a friend's A500 and ran 
my Video Director program on it with no 
interface problem; proof that my A2000 
was the culprit. In the pages of one of 
the Amiga specific magazines to which I 
subscribed, I found an Amiga repair 
facility in western Pennsylvania. After a 
phone call, I shipped my computer to 
them. Several weeks later, during which 
I was virtually unable to communicate 
with them by phone (after weeks during 
which there was no answer, I called the 
village police to determine that the 
company still existed), my Amiga was 
finally returned to me. Would you 
believe there was no change in the 
problem with the serial port (the Video 
Director interface is connected to the 
serial port)? 

Another Amiga company assured 
me they would make my A2000 as good 
as new wi th an average two day 
turnaround. Off it went again. This 
company has an interesting automated 
phone system. You are instructed to 
press "4" to be connected to their service 
department. Pressing "4" connects you 
to an answering machine which ac- 
quaints you with the service department 
working schedule and suggests that you 
call during working hours. All this, of 
course, is smack in the middle of their 
workday according to the schedule that 
the answering machine has just an- 
nounced. You need to talk to a human 
being so you call back and use the magic 
number, press "1" for sales. In any 
company, someone will always answer 
on the sales line. The person in the sales 
department supposes that the technicians 
must all be out on house calls. House 
calls? I am convinced that at least 97% of 



all Amiga production must have been 
sold in that one community because I 
was given that same explanation every 
time I called over a period of weeks. 

When my computer was finally 
returned to me, you guessed it, no 
improvement (although the invoice 
indicated that they had replaced my 
Micron Technologies 2MB RAM 
expansion board with a Commodore 
board, claiming that the Micron board 
had been known to have problems). 
They didn't bother to determine whether 
the Micron board had caused my specific 
problem. It hadn't. 

More time passed and I finally 
decided to take my motherboard to a 
local electronics repair shop to have them 
replace the 1488 and 1489 chips which 
my Amiga Analyzer program indicated 
might be the problem. I don't know 
whether those chips were responsible for 
my serial port problem or not because 
when I got my motherboard back, it was 
dead. 

Why, with so much time and money 
already squandered, 1 decided to try one 
more repair service, I don't know. It was 
a prominent mail order house. I had 
dealt with them for years but somehow 
had not noticed that they had a service 
department. 1 sent my beloved Amiga 
away again. Several phone conversa- 
tions with their technician ensued. First, 
I was advised that my computer would 
not boot. I told them that in the note that 
1 sent with the computer. So they would 
have to send the motherboard out to 
another technician (a former Commodore 
engineer, I was told). When the 
motherboard was repaired, they could 
find nothing wrong with the serial port 
and they returned the computer to me. 
Hallelujah, my Amiga had to be perfect 
now, they had guaranteed that it would 
be. Wrong! I called again and was told 
to return my Amiga; it would be repaired 
satisfactorily, no charge. Away, once 
more. Another call, and although their 
own copy of Amiga Analyzer indicated 
the identical serial port problems and 
probable causes, they still had no clue 
except that the motherboard must be at 
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fault. I was also told that Amiga 
Analyzer is inclined to disseminate false 
information. Who can you trust? After 
another motherboard repair, they 
returned the computer to me and said 
that they would not charge for labor due 
to the excessive amount of time involved. 

I was told that the motherboard had 
been upgraded to a 6.x version. Well, mv 
Amiga will boot now, but I have two 
distinct images on my monitor, one 
about an inch and a half above the other. 
I use a CD Solutions multisync monitor 
with a Flicker Fixer. 1 have a normal 
image using a Commodore monitor 
through the video port. I don't know 
whether the Flicker Fixer is bad or 
whether the motherboard, or something 
else, is still causing trouble. But I do 
know that I sent them an Amiga 2000 
with a GVP Combo 40 MHz 030 accelera- 
tor board with a single 40 MHz crystal 
clocking both the CPU and the FPU. The 
computer that was returned to me is an 
Amiga 2500 with a GVP 030 accelerator 
with the CPU clocked by a 25 MHz 
crystal and the FPU clocked by a 40 MHz 
crystal. My GVP Combo board came 
with 4MB of RAM installed. This board 
has none. The technician insists that this 
is the computer that 1 sent to them. 
When I bought my A2000 the A2500 did 
not exist. 'Nuffsaid! 

My point. If the Amiga community 
cannot expect quality and expedient 
service when needed, all of the glowing 
promises of spectacular new Amiga 
models are meaningless. People who 
need (as opposed to want) computers 
will avoid products that cannot be 
maintained. An easilv identifiable 
reliable service environment is manda- 
tory if any Amiga enterprise is to 
survive. I have spent a lot of money and 
a ridiculous amount of time because I 
don't want to have to abandon my 
Amiga, but there is a limit. I am faced 
with the possibility that I may have to 
replace it with an IBMish type that I can 
have repaired at my local barbershop.

You are correct. This market or any 
other is not going to succeed if we do not 
address the problems. While I do not know 
the circumstances of the problems you have 
outlined, I can see by your detailed account 
that this is not the way to do business.

Often this simple 
action is all that is needed to correct the 
situation. We have )w record of you using 
this service and for that reason, I took the 
liberty of removing ei'en your vague 
descriptions of the companies involved until 
we can discover what problems occurred and 
how to fix them. In that regard, please 
forward a more accurate accounting, in 
writing, of what happened and the people 
involved. 

While it appears it may not be true in 
several of the situations you mentioned, it is 
important to remember that there are two 



sides to every issue. However, this cannot 
account for switched machines or improperly 
performed sewice. 

Your analysis of the need for a solid 
infrastructure is accurate. Without a good 
dealer network, the Amiga , in any form, will 
never meet with any prominence. It is up to 
us as consumers and industry members to 
police ourselves, demand the best we can 
under these trying circumstances, and be 
willing to help each other to get things done. 

While the Amiga market is full of 
companies who are in business, we are also a 
community. As a community, we must do 
what we can to assist each other in being the 
best that we can be. No one needs logo out of 
business by supplying a fair service or 
product, but we can be darn sure we all will 
go out of business if we do not. — ED

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The Gothic Church: Part 1 
A Tutorial in Aladdin 4D

All too often the prominent motif 
of 3D design has been futuristic 
themes: the sleek lines of a spacecraft, 
the fog enshrouded contours of a 
distant planet, or the robotic geometry 
of a mechanical life form. From Star 
Wars to the Terminator, our computer 
endeavors in 3D artwork seem to bear 
the glow of science fiction. Lightwave 
on the Amiga, and now other plat- 
forms, supports this notion of a 3D 
future by its use in such television fare 
as Babylon 5 and Seaquest DSV. 

I'd like to provide a contrary 
notion of 3D artwork in a series of 
tutorials by explaining the process of 
modeling a 3 dimensional setting that 
evokes the past rather than the future, 
yet still retains the vivid excitement 
and mystery of a steely, starship hull, 
drifting by our enchanted eyes as we 
hover in some 3 dimensional space. 

Graphical Foundations 

First of all, I'd like to lay a bit of 
groundwork. The primary tool for this 



project is Aladdin 4D, with additional 
help from ImageFX, Brilliance, DPaint, 
Scapemaker, and Scenery Animator. I 
came upon the marvels of Aladdin 4D 
about two years ago, and have found it 
to be ail invaluable tool for creative, 3- 
dimensional explorations. Its recent 
acquisition by Nova Design promises 
it a bright future. 

For a relatively inexpensive 
program, Aladdin 4D carries many of 
the features that can only be found in 
high-end workstations, such as flare 
creation, waves, gases, particles, and 
other more traditional 3D fare. The 
endless permutations of its animation 
system, including spline control, will 
keep you enthralled for a lifetime or 
longer, if you wish to be engaged to 
that degree. 

I have been building models of 
structures that would fit well in a 
village scene for several months now. 
The purpose of this task is the devel- 
opment of a role-playing game called 
"Convergence" which I'm creating 
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with my brother, who is a programmer 
well-versed in several languages, 
including C++. 

The Gothic Church fascinated me 
because of its potential for mystery 
and an other-worldly aura that might 
appeal to other modelers. It is also 
well-suited for a tutorial because its 
design is fairly simple, and does not 
require a great deal of computer 
memory or hard drive resources to 
construct. I will offer 3 tutorials 
altogether on this project: two will be 
primarily concerned with modelling 
the various parts of the church and 
texture mapping, and the last will he 
on special effects from Aladdin that 
can be applied to our church to convey 
that startling atmosphere of old age 
amd profound mystery. 

I would suggest to those who are 
serious about modelling that you do 
appropriate research before you even 
touch the computer. For this project, 1 
got several books from the library that 
offered detailed photographs and 
drawings of what a medieval church 
might look like. 

By pouring over these books, I 
was able to construct my own plans on 
graph paper of front and side views of 
a gothic church, and assigned each

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square on the graph paper a certain 
distance which corresponded well 
with the distance settings in Aladdin. 
Keep in mind, as you proceed through 
a project like this, things will change, 
and the dimensions of your model 
might vary significantly from your 
original drawings. 

I found through my research that 
the gothic church was a primitive 
structure frequently comprised of a 
main forward tower, a large rectangu- 
lar dwelling with two side entrances in 
the shape of a cross, and a smaller area 
for the altar at one end. By building 
each of these structures piece by piece, 
we will finally join them together to 
create the final structure. 

The Tower 

Let's begin with the tower. In 
Aladdin (or any suitable modeller), 
create a tall-standing rectangle that 
corresponds with the dimensions you 
have already calculated with your 
graph paper. In my design, I created 
the rectangle, and joined it with 
another castellated polygon so it 
would give the appearance of a castle- 
type tower (see Figure 1). 

Aladdin uses a point in space 
called the attach-point to begin the 
drawings of any polygon. It also has a 
manual entry window to show you the 
x, y, and z settings of any point in 



space so that you may quickly snap 
points, polygons, or groups of poly- 
gons to specific destinations or settings 
you have already determined. Every 
time you select and "set" a point on a 
polygon, the attach-point will be 
located there, and you may center, or 
join, points or polygons to that point in 
space. As you may well guess, the 
manipulation of 3D space becomes 
fairly easy once you get the hang of 
this system. 

Our castellated rectangle is fairly 
drab unless we manipulate it through 
some further steps to give it realism. 
The following procedure will apply to 
all the walls of the church, and should 
be followed in the sequence I lay out 
here: 

1. Create the flat plane of the wall 
according to the dimensions 
you have determined. 

2. Create openings for windows 
or doors. 

3. Triangulate the resulting 
complex polygon created from 
step two so that you have a 
solid basis for shading and 
texturing. 

4. Extrude the wall to the 
thickness you desire so that the 
building has mass and solidity. 

5. Create consistent groupings of 
the two planes and shell of the 
extrusion for maximum effect 
when applying attributes 



(color, reflection, hardness, 
etc.) and textures to the walls. 
6. Shading (the really fun part). 
Apply your shading, attributes, 
and texture mapping to the 
walls. 

Aladdin fools 

This sounds fairly complex when 
taken out of context and removed from 
the process of actually doing it, so let 
me mention some of the tools that 
Aladdin provides for making this 
process fairly painless. If you follow 
the accompanying screenshots, you 
can see how one wall of the tower is 
transformed from a geometric plane to 
a 1,000 year- old, stony monolith. 

Aladdin has a tool called the Line- 
of-Sight Cutter for cutting holes in 
polygons. This is the basic tool for 
creating doors and windows. It works 
very simply: You view your two 
polygons (the cutting polygon, and the 
one being cut) ususally on the flat 
plane of one of the 3 axes (x,y, or z). 
Choose the polygon you want cut (the 
wall), and then select the tool. You will 
then be asked to choose the cutter 
polygon (the door or window r ). Then, 
voila, you will have a wall with as 
many openings as you desire (see 
Figure 2). By the way, the curved door 
W'as created with a 180 degree arc, 
with the two base points extended to 
the desired height. 
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The next step is triangulation. In 
most 3D design, working models are 
usually reduced to polygons that are 
triangular in nature so that there is no 
chance that the rendering process will 
be messed up by "degenerate" 
polygons, ie, polygons that are not flat, 
or planar. 

This doubles the number of 
polygons in the drawing but it is worth 
it for the stability it lends to your 
model. Aladdin has a tool called 
Breakup for use with complex polys, 
like the one we have here. A simple 
mouse click on this tool will turn our 
tower wall into a mass of triangles, 
which doesn't look too pretty, but will 
render faster and cleaner than our 
earlier polygon (see Figure 3). 

The next step is extrusion, which 
creates thickness in our wall. It is best 
to refer to our drawings on graph 
paper to see how thick our walls 
should be compared to the length and 
height. When this is determined, the 
extrude tool can be called forth, and 
our flat plane of a wall will be given 
thickness along an appropriate axis, 
which means that a shell will be 
created with a matching plane of our 
original wall on the other side. Now 
we are starting to cook, and if we 
render our wall with some simple 
shading, color, and lights, we will 
begin to see the early manifestation of 
a solid structure. 

Grouping is next. Aladdin allows 
you to group different polygons 
together for the purpose of applying 
different shadings, attributes, and 
textures. For example, you might want 
(as I have) the inner wall of the 
structure to have a darker color and 
reflectivity than the outer wall. You 
most definitely should have the stone 
texture mapped to the shell of the wall 
on a different axis than the outer 
planes of the wall. 

Grouping is a minor chore that is 
very worthwhile. When the model 
becomes really complex, you will 
appreciate the time spent in grouping 
by the ease with which you can 
manipulate different parts of the 
model. 

Be careful with the next step. 
Assigning attributes, shading, and 



texture-mapping is so much fun, and 
offers so much variability in Aladdin 
that you might very well lose yourself 
in the process. Select a wall and press 
'a' on the keyboard. Multiple windows 
come up which lead to the attribute list 
controlling color, reflectivity, transpar- 
ency, highlight, etc, all with the ability 
to change over time. Give the wall a 
greyish color, a large degree of 
hardness and reflectivity. Leave this, 
and press V on the keyboard. You will 
find a simple window with Gouraud 
and Phong shading capabilities. 

Choose Phong and depart. Now 
press 't' on the keyboard. Like the 
attribute list, the texture list provides a 
series of windows which offer maxi- 
mum control over your texture- 
mapping capabilities. The texture 
control capabilities are so rich in 
Aladdin that it would require a 
separate series of articles to delve into 
them. Let us just say that Aladdin 
offers procedural textures (those 
generated by the computer), as well as 
bit-mapped textures which can be laid 
on top of one another with varying 
degrees of transparency. 

All of the texture features can be 
animated (so you can have one texture 
fade into another, for example). In the 
next article, 1 will cover the creation of 
a stone texture for the church walls 
(using ImageFX), as well as stained 
glass for the windows (using Brilliance 
or DPaint). 

The steps I've outlined for this 
tower wall should be repeated for all 
the walls of the church. The process 
can be eased a bit with Aladdin's clone 
tool, which allows you to duplicate 
polygons or groups of polygons, and 
place them at a set distance from the 
original. So the main wall of the body 
of the church, can be cloned at a 
distance which is the width of the 
church. All shading, attributes, and 
textures will also be cloned at the same 
time. 

So, bit by bit, the structure takes 
shape. Walts are snapped into place by 
selecting the entire wall (remember 
our grouping!), and joining it to the 
side or corner of another wall via the 
attach-point. Look at Figure 5 for a 
fully rendered view of the hull of the 
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World Wide Web

church. Floors are added as flat polys 

(If you wish a second floor, the poly 

should be extruded a small amount so 

you can have both a ceiling and a 

floor.). Each side of the roof starts as a 

flat rectangular poly attached to the 

crown of the front and back walls. 

Through experimentation, you rotate 

the roof poly at the crown attach-point 

so it fits snugly over the enclosure, 

leaving some overlap for overhanging 

eaves. 

That's enough for now. Next 

article, 1 will delve into the magic of 

textures, and if room allows, I will 

explain the building of special objects 

like pews and altar draperies. Till then, 

get into that modeller and start 

building your own village.

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b SoftWood

Let's be honest. There are only a 
handful of Amiga developers left who 
devote a major portion of their time to 
upgrading and enhancing their Amiga 
wares. Most have moved on to other 
systems for the sake of survival, 
though many of these remain in the 
Amiga market with a token presence, 
often with outdated and ancient 
software. SoftWood is a rare gem of an 
exception to this, having continuously 
poured buckets of development time 
into its Amiga flagship product, 
FinalWriter. 

I have been with FinalWriter and 
its predecessors for a long time, since 
the first release. As a person whose 
survival is bound up with word 
processors and writing, I have come to 



depend upon FinalWriter for most of 
my authoring tasks. I do use other 
non-Amiga word processors as well, 
but most of my writing still takes place 
on the Amiga with my trusty software 
from SoftWood. Each release of 
FinalWriter has added new tools and 
techniques to its abundant reservoir of 
options, and release 5 is a very major 
upgrade that adds a whole list of 
enhancements. 

Installation 

Installation of FinalWriter 5 for 
users who are upgrading follows the 
same procedures for earlier versions. 
The FinalWriter 5 includes only three 
disks: 1, 8, and 9.

disks 2-7. 1 would suggest doing the 
following if possible. Do not install 
FinalWriter 5 over FinalWriter 4. 
Instead, rename your FinalWriter 
Drawer to FinalWriter.Old, and 
reinstall the whole FinalWriter 5 
program from all nine disks. Once 
done, replace your new spell-check 
dictionary with the older one. That will 
save any word additions you may 
have made while working in 
FinalWriter 4. 1 would also suggest 
doing the same with your fonts and 
clipart, as you may have enhanced 
both during your use of FinalWriter 4, 
You can delete the unnecessary files 
after installation of FinalWriter 5. 
Otherwise, installation proceeds 
without a hitch. 

New, Newer, Newest 

When you see the extensive list of 
FinalWriter 5 features, it will make you 
realize that the Amiga is still a very 
major platform to support, and might 
also motivate you to contact Woody, 
SoftWood's CEO, to thank him 
personally for doing just that. The 
enhancements included are not just 
minor bug fixes or cosmetic changes, 
but items that make FinalWriter one of 
the best word processors on any 
platform. Here's why: 

Zooms

input. This replaces the somewhat 
clumsy zoom slider in FinalWriter 4. 
The odds are that you will be able to 
find the necessary zoom level from the 
supplied list without having to access 
the custom controls. 

Styles 

FinalWriter 5 now allows you to 
create and save styles, basing a new 
style on an existing one that you can 
alter. Style attributes transform a 
vanilla text document into a personal- 
ized creation, so that various elements 
{quotes and other paragraph blocks) 
can be made to stand out from the 
crowd. For authors using this software 
for book manuscripts, style creation 
and saves represent a big step forward. 
Styles can be altered at any time, and 
saved to a new name. Importing a 
style applies that style to the selected 
type on the page. 

Document Templates 

The next level up from Styles is 
Document templates. Document 
templates are layout structures that are 
applied to the entire document, forcing 
input data into preformatted struc- 
tures. Business letters, memos, mailers, 
billing sheets, all can have their 
respective templates saved so that 
plugging in the current data is all that 
is necessary. If part of the template 
includes date and time, FinalWriter 
will update that information as the 
template is opened. The Templates 
included with FinalWriter 5 are two 
FAX Cover Sheets, HTML (more about 
this later), Letter 1 and 2, and Memo 1 
and 2. You can design your own 
templates and save them to the 
Templates drawer.

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Auto Correct Features 

Auto Correct Features have been 
enhanced since FinalWriter 4, and 
include all of the items you will ever 
want to have checked in a document 
(well, until more are discovered). For 
some users, this feature can make 
work a lot less anxious as far as 
automating the word crafting process. 
There are three basic auto-correct 
choices that can be toggled on or off: 
Capitalizing the first letter of a

sentence, Correcting caps when the 
first two letters are used as capitals 
mistakenly, and Replacing words as 
you type. I usually leave the first one 
off and the second two on. You can 
add vour own error prone words to 
the list when "replacing words as 
typed" is toggled on (for instance, 
when typing "tjhe" instead of "the", a 
common error). 

Preloading Fonts 

This is one of my favorites. I have 
a set of commonly used fonts that I 
always use in documents, and dislike 
loading them in every time I bring up 
FinalWriter. With this option, I can 
have them load in every time the 
software boots up. 

Tables! 

This is a huge enhancement in 
FinalWriter 5 that did not exist in any 
form in previous versions. Table 
creation is a very difficult feature to 
program, especially if you want as 
many design customizing options as 
possible to be included. In this regard, 
FinalWriter 5 doesn't take a back seat 
to any application around as far as 
Table design is concerned. 

Tables in FinalWriter 5 can have 
any number of rows and columns, and 
the data can take advantage of all of

the type options available (font, size, 
styles...). A new Tables menu brings 
up a four tab folder that allows you to 
craft the settings (sizes of rows and 
columns and text flow), fill (colors), 
line (interior/exterior weight and 
color), and data (type and paragraph 
specs) parameters. Having used other 
table creation utilities on other 
platforms, 1 can verify that FinalWriter 
5's options stand the professional test. 
Once a table is created, it can be 
treated as either a graphic and moved/ 
resized, or as an input area for text 
manipulation. You can also alter the 
Table Preferences so that your own 
defaults replace those FinalWriter 5 
addresses when a new table is created. 

RTF Import/Export 

For those of you that work on 
other platforms, FinalWriter 5 now 
contains an RTF (Rich Text Format) 
import/export capability. This also 
means that you can obtain documents 
from friends and coworkers who are 
able to export to RTF files, and bring

them up on your Amiga. If your 
Amiga does not contain the fonts the 
RTF document was created with 
(which it probably won't in most 
cases), a requester pops up while the 
document is loading that allows you to 
replace the fonts in question with your 



own. 1 tested this out by saving a 
document created in Microsoft Word 6 
on a Mac to RTF, and then importing it 
into FinalWriter 5 on the Amiga, No 
problemo! 
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FinalWriter 5 and the Web 

The Amiga has been a late 
comer to Web page design. 
FinalWriter 5 attempts to correct that 
by including a new HTML 
(HyperText Markup Language) 
feature. Any document created in 
FinalWriter 5 can be exported as a 
HTML document, ready to post on a 
Web site. For those of you new to the 
Web page game, a bit of exploration 
and experimentation is in order 
before you can take it for granted 
that what you craft on a FinalWriter 
5 page will appear as expected on a 
Web page. It won't. 

The Web, and the specific 
browsers that address it, have 
specific requirements as to text 
specifications and graphics place- 
ment. FinalWriter 5 also allows for 
embedding HTML code within the 
FinalWriter 5 document. If you need 
to have graphics involved in your 
Web page design, they have to be 
GIFs or JPEGs, which are the formats 
the Web can integrate (some 
browsers also accept the PNG 
format). If you're serious about Web 
page design, you'll want to study 
HTML coding a bit before calling 
yourself a FinalWriter 5 Webmaster. 
The HTML commands that 
FinalWriter 5 understands are listed 
in the manual that accompanies the 
software. 

Conclusion 

ARexx programmers will be 
thrilled at the expanded ARexx 
section in the documentation. The 
manual that accompanies 
FinalWriter 5 for users who upgrade 
is a thorough addendum to the 
larger manuals that ship for new 
users. The cost of upgrading is only 
about $40.00, a bargain in terms of all 
of the new features and enhance- 
ments involved.

One of the few constants in the Amiga 
universe is the abundance of software 
released as freeware or shareware. We 
may not have many mainstream 
applications, but there is always a 
fresh supply of cool stuff appearing on 
Aminet. Here are a few Workbench 
enhancement programs 1 missed in the 
last segment of this series. 



MultiCX 

MultiCX (MCX253.lha, 
shareware,) by Martin Berndt, is a 
small multi purpose commodity with 
loads of features. Screenblanker, 
Mouse accelerator, mouseblanker, 
screencycling, SUN alike window 
activation, hotkey to flush memory, 
popCLI, quiet disk clicking, editing 
extension (cut and paste etc.) for string 
gadgets, advanced reset handler, 
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Figure 1 (top): MultiCX prefs program. 
Figure 2 (bottom): MCP prefs program. 



assignwedge, opaque window 
movement and sizing, as well as a 
nifty window gauge to graphically 
show disk usage. There is also 
Shapeshifter support in the form of 
shapefreezer, which freezes the 
Shapeshifter program when you return 
to the Workbench (to prevent screen 
corruption), and shapestick, which lets 
you use an Amiga joystick on the Mac 
side. (Shapeshifter is the excellent 
Macintosh emulator, see Marc 
Hoffman's review in the Nov. 1995 
issue of Amazing Computing.) Of course 
MultiCX features a lot more than this. 
MultiCX is small, and very well 
programmed. MultiCX is configured 
by tooltypes, and thanks to a feature 
called notification, will automatically 
act on the new settings. 

MultiCX prefs 

If you don't like using the 
tooltypes to configure MultiCX, Jiirgen 
Kempkcs has written an external prefs 
program for MultiCX (mcxp317.1ha, 
shareware, requires MUI.) This 
program features a well organized 
MUI interface with support for all of 
the MCX options. Note: it's important 
to use the correct version of the prefs 
with each version of MultiCX, usually 
the file comments will identify which 
version of MultiCX is supported 
(mcxp317.lha supports version 2.53 of 
MultiCX.) See Figure 1 for a screenshot 
of MultiCX prefs. 
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Master Control Program 

MCP, the Master Control 
Program, (MCPllO.lha, mailware, 
prefs require MUI) by Stefan 
Sommerfeld and Michael Knoke with 
addition work by Vincent Schottke and 
Soeren Sonnenburg, is another multi 
function commodity with even more 
features than MultiCX, though it also 
uses more memory, and seems a hit 
less stable (at least on my system). 
Included in the archive i> a prefs 
program. MCP does most or all of 
what MultiCX does, and also features 
Alert history to keep track of Guru 
alerts, Appchnnge to customize a 
program's application icon, Assign 
prefs which is a power saver for 
monitors that support this feature, 
processor control, and a patch to have 
16 color pointers. See Figure 2 for the 
MCP prefs. 

Magic Picture Loader System 

The Amiga's datatype system is 
flexible and very convenient. Programs 
written with the datatypes in mind can 
load a wide variety of data, without 
needing to support these formats 
directly. Datatypes are available in 
abundance, including image formats 
like PNG, TIFF, Targa JPEG, and GIF, 
as well as other data formats like fonts, 
postscript, unix man pages, binary, 
and more. 

Datatypes do have several weak 
points, though. If your favorite 
application doesn't support them, you 
are out of luck. At least you were until 
Magic Picture Loader System 
( m pls_v 1 _4_dem o. lha , sha re wa re) 
came along. This system patch, by 
Lejardinier Olivier, allows any 
application to load data via the 
datatypes. The demo includes patches 
for Brilliance and Dpaint. The full 
version will work with any applica- 
tion. 

24-bit Support 

Another major fault is the lack of 
24-bit image support. Normally, all 
datatypes, even those for 24-bit 
formats like JPEG and Targa, only 
support up to 8-bit color, and will 
convert the 24-bil data when loaded.

This is where a replacement picture 
datatype (PictDT43.748.Lha, freeware) 
by Ralph Schmidt (with additional 
material by Frank Mariak and sub 
datatypes by Matthias Scheler) comes 
in. With this software installed, you 
can load, display, save, even copy to 
the clipboard 24-bit data. Note that this 
is a beta release, and is not fully done 
yet, though it seems pretty stable on 
my system. 

Because of its beta status, it has a 
built in expiration date (four months 
from the release date, June 28, 1996, for 
this version) after which it will no 
longer function. Make sure to get the 
Note that not everything will work 
with this new system. Cloanto's 
Personal Paint for instance, is appar- 
ently hard coded for 8-bit datatypes, 
and won't load 24-bit images such as 
JPEGs under the new picture datatype. 
Perhaps they will fix this (or already 
have done so) in a new release. 



Also note that this new picture 
datatype doesn't support ham8 
displays, so viewing 24-bit images on 
AGA won't be really pleasing (it does 
support Cybergraphics, though). See 
Figure 3 for the Picture datatypes prefs 
program.

NoDraw and NoFill 

One of the few things I don't like about Workbench 
2.04+ is the funky borders drawn around all icons. It would 
be nice if you could turn them off. Well, you can, but there's 
a catch. Kamel Biskri's NoDraw and NoFill 
(NoDrawNoFill.lha, cardware) are two small patches which 
turn off the border drawing on icons. Unfortunately, the 
Amiga doesn't like you to do this, so there are several 
shortcomings to be aware of. 



First, using these patches with a backdrop can 
result in very odd looking icons, as their colors seem to 
get scrambled. Actually, for once, my Rube Goldberg of 
a Workbench is an advantage. Because I use both 
Newlcons and lock all 16 of my workbench colors, my 
backdrop works just fine with these borderless icons. 
(Though I do have to use the "redraw all" menu item 
once right after boot.) On the other hand, normal icons 
tend to look pretty crusty. I guess everything has a price. 
See Figure 4 for the borderless icon look. 

PictureMenu 

If you have ever used a Macintosh, you may have 
noticed that the Mac can draw images in the menus. 
Pawel Pijanowski's PictureMenu (PictureMenu. Iha, 
cardware) is a program that gives this capability to the 
Workbench. The included images (in MagicWB style) are 
actually colorfonts, and can be created or modified in a 
colorfont capable font editor. Note that Picturemenu 
does not coexist peacefully with other menu modifying 
programs like Rekeyit and ToolsDaemon. It DOES work 
nicely with MagicMenus, though. See Figure 5 for a 
screenshot of PictureMenu (on the top right of picture, 
Startmenu, which I'll get to later, is on the bottom left). 

Modifing Amiga Window Gadgets 

Apparently Sysihack (covered in the June, 1996 
issue of Amazing Computing) has started a trend. There 
have been a number of programs released which modify 
the Amiga's Window gadgets. Urouhack, 
(urouhackl7.1ha, giftware) by Tinic Urou, is perhaps the 
most ambitious, as it allows you to customize your 
window gadgets using any paint program which can 
save IFF brushes. See Figure 6 for various Urouhack (as 
well Workbench 95 — see below) window dressings. 

Another trend has been the attempt to make the 
Amiga operate more like Windows 95. I'm tempted to 
misquote the president, and say "We could do that -it 
would be wrong- but we could do that." 

While personally against the idea, here are a couple 
of programs to "start you up". (Excuse me, I'm feeling a 
strange compulsion to smash all my Rolling Stones 
records now, I'll be right back...) 

Workbench95 (Workbench95.1ha, freeware) is a 
Sysihack style program to add Windows95 style window 
icons to the Amiga's windows. The author, 
dbalster@uni-paderborn.de (he didn't mention his name) 
went out of his way to declare this program a hack, and 
warned people not to rely on it, so it may be buggy. 

John Corigliano's StartMenu (StartMenu2.1ha, 
freeware) mimics the Windows95 Start button and 
taskbar. This is the best taskbar program I have seen, and 
has lots of features, such as date/clock display, launch- 
ing of programs, a nice commodities exchange function, 
and the ability to customize the menu. See Figure 5 for 
Startmenu in action.

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Web Typesetting 
Part 7: Using Form Data 

by Randy Finch 

Getting your data from your web site. Plus, a look 
at several reader's sites from the web. 



For the last two installments, I hove been discussing how 
to create a form and parse the data submitted by a person 
filling out the form. In this article, I will finish up this topic by 
showing you how to actually use the data. Since this will be 
rather short, I decided to also do something I promised to do a 
few months ago: tell you about readers' Web sites. So, let's get 
on with il. 

What To Do With That Form Data!? 

After decoding the URI encoded form data and verifying it 
with the user via a Perl program, it is time to do something 
useful with the data. Since the data is now in the hands of a 
program running on a server, just about anything can be done 
with it. However, there are several issues you need to be aware 
of before making this decision. 

One thing that could be done is to save the data to a file on 
the server for later perusal. However, for the program to save 
the data, it must have write privileges to a directory on the 
server. Since someone else will actually be executing the 
program, the directory must be writable by everyone. This can 
be a security risk. You could create a long path of 
subdirectories, that would be hard to guess, to get to the one 
you actually write to. This provides some protection since the 
typical Web surfer will not be able to view your Perl program 
and thus will not be able find out where the file is being stored. 
However, given that there are some clever hackers out there in 
cyberspace, this could still be a problem. 

Some people, me included, would like for the data to be 
automatically inserted into another file that can then be 
immediately viewed by users. Not only does this have the 



same security flaw as described above, it also opens you up to 
having problems with sadistic surfers. Internet hoodlums 
could submit obscene text that could be viewed by other 
visitors before you have a chance to clean it up. Also, someone 
could submit bogus data over and over, filling up the server's 
disk drive. None of this is good. Of course, there are ways to 
handle these problems, but it would take someone with a good 
bit of knowledge about the server and the software tools 
available. I am not one of those people, and I assume most of 
you are not either. 

Probably the best way to handle form data is to have your 
program Email the data to you. This will allow you to filter the 
content before it is posted to your Web site. Also, Emailing 
does not require the creation of a world-writable directory. 
This reduces security risks considerably. The disadvantage is 
that there is no real-time updating of your data file. It will only 
be updated as frequently as you feel like checking your Email 
and appending the new data. 

Perl Mail 

I chose the Email option for my survey form. Listing 1 
shows the Perl program that is executed when the user verifies 
whether or not the data he or she has entered is correct. Notice 
that this program calls the ReadParse routine as described in 
the previous installment. This will create an associative array 
of the data in the hidden controls of the verification form. 

If you remember, there were two submit buttons on the 
verification form. One (SUBMITRIGHT) was to be clicked 
when the data was correct, the other (SUBMITWRONC) when

it was wrong. The if statement in Listing 1 checks the value of 
the latter. If it is 'Information is Incorrect', the value assigned 
to the SUBMITWRONG input control, then this button was the 
one pressed. If tine SUBMITRIGHT button was pressed, then no 
value would be passed to this program for SUBMITWRONG. 
What should the program do if the user indicates that the 
data he entered was incorrect? Well, obviously, re-display the 
survey form so he can try again. How can the program tell the 
user's browser to load the survey form once again? By sending 
the appropriate HTTP response header. As I mentioned in the 
last installment, there are many different response headers 
available to accomplish different tasks. I previously discussed 
the Contents response header used for creating a Web page on 
the fly. Well, the Location response header is what is needed 
for the task of redirecting the browser to another Web page. 
The program line looks like this: 

print "Location: http://fly.hiwaay.net/--rcfinch/ 
survey. html\n\n"; 

The print statement in a CGI program sends the quoted text 
back to the visitor's Web browser. When the browser sees that 
a Location response header is being sent, it checks the docu- 
ment address that follows and then loads that document. As 
with all HTTP response headers, this one ends with two 
newline characters, \n. 

If the SUBMITRIGHT button is pressed by the user, then 
the following line of code is executed: 

open(MAIL, " I mail rcf inch") I I die "Can't open mail 
programXn"; 

The open function opens a file handle named MAIL to " I mail 
rcfinch". The vertical bar is equivalent to a pipe. This is 
basically saving that when anything is printed to the MAIL 
handle, pipe it through the mail program and send it to rcfinch. 
Your complete Email address is not needed since the mail 
program is running on the server of which you are a member. 
If the MAIL handle cannot be opened, the program dies with an 
appropriate message. 

Once the MAIL handle is open, then it is a simple matter to 
send the data to yourself. All of the "print MAIL ..." statements 
that follow the open function accomplish this task. You could 
just send the data in the Email, but 1 chose to send all of the 
associated HTML code, also. This way, when 1 receive the 
Email, I can just cut and paste the body of the Email to an 
HTML file containing the survey results. Notice that the strings 
printed to MAIL are all surrounded by double quotes. If you 
recall from last time, double quoted strings allow variable 
substitution to take place. Thus, all the SinputQ array variables 
will have their values substituted before the strings are printed. 

Once the print statements complete execution, the MAIL 
handle is closed and a Location response header is sent, 
pointing the browser to an HTML file that will issue a thank 
you message. The code for surveythankyou.html is shown in 
Listing 2. Its output is shown in Figure 1.

entitled surveyresults.html. A sample file is shown in Listing 3. 
All of the text between the first <TR>...</TR> tags is the text 
that was Emailed to me when I filled out the form myself. All 
the other text I built from scratch and will typically not change. 
As others submit data, it will be added to this file. The 
resultant file will be a one column table with each row contain- 
ing data from a different person (Figure 2). If you want to 
avoid tables, you can just create regular text with each person's 
data being separated by a horizontal rule. 

A Closing Tip 

When you create server-side Perl programs, it is a good 
idea to test them from a Telnet session before trying them from 
a Web browser. The reason is simple. If the Perl program has 
an error, the browser will only inform you that there is some 
kind of server-side error, but you will have no idea what is 
causing it. By starting a Telnet session on your server, you can 
execute the Perl program from the command line. The Perl 
compiler will give you information to help you track down any 
errors. Also, any output from print statements will appear at 
the console. This allows you to verify that the print statements 
are generating the correct output,

abundant Amiga wares, 

The only downside was the excruciating traffic jam at 
the Champlain Bridge leading over the St. Lawrence River 
towards downtown Montreal. It almost caused me to miss 
the keynote address of David Rosen, who is VP of Business 
Development at VIScorp, the new owners of the Amiga. I 
caught the closing remarks and question-and-answer period 
that followed. The only concrete bit of information I could 



glean from the exchange with Mr. Rosen was that VIScorp 
would conclude the deal with representatives of Escom on 
August 18th, with about 30 days of paperwork to follow 
before the Amiga technology would land firmly on the 
shores of this continent. 

Mr. Rosen was suitably humble in his appraisal of the 
Amiga situation. With the help of Jason Compton, editor 
and chief writer of Amiga Report, and now liaison for 
VIScorp with the Amiga community, he offered the 
hopefui prognosis of an emerging Amiga technology 
taking small slices out of the Wintel beast, till it found a 
stable market share. As far as how the technology would 
evolve — a gradual move forward to powerful RISC 
processing and version 4.0 of the OS would take place 
once the technology is acquired. 

Users are important to VIScorp. Mr. Rosen made it 
very clear that VTScorp wants to hear what committed 
Amiga users have to say about their favorite machines. 
They must let VIScorp know what kind of computer and 
what kind of features are essential for the future. Specifics 
help. 
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VIScorp knows that users want faster and cheaper 

machines with more RAM. VIScorp needs to know more 
about the innovative features desired by present Amiga 
users that will make the Amiga once again the killer 
computer it's always been, and will continue to be in the 
future. (You can E-Mail Mr. Rosen at 
DROSEN@VISTV.COM with your own ideas.) All in all, 1 
was impressed by the sincerity and enthusiasm of Mr. 
Rosen's remarks. 

Convention Floor 

The convention was spread over several floors, and it 
was a delight to see companies such as Wonder Computers 
and National Amiga hawking their abundant Amiga wares. 
It was also great to see prominent Amiga developers such 
as Bob Fisher of Nova Design and Dan Charrois of SYZYGY 
Research talking with users and spreading the good word 
about their products. 

There were the unusual displays, such as the abundant 
stack of Amiga 3000s on sale for S350 apiece. I had to 
restrain my credit card for this one, because I know how 
well these Amiga gems house the V-Lab Motion cards. But I 
realized the added expense of multi-gigabyte drives for 
capturing video, and turned away. The fellows at this 
display assured me that these machines would quickly 
disappear before the end of the show. 

Click-Boom 

I talked for awhile with Alexander Petrovic of Pxl 
Computers and Click-Boom, while the gorgeous graphics of 
their new game, Capital Punishment, shimmered on an 
Amiga 1200 in the background. Do you want to see how 
beautiful AGA graphics can be? Well, purchase this game, 
and you will be proud to call your Amiga a game machine. 

Capital Punishment is an astounding tour-de-force of 
dank dungeons and brutal action. Once you see it, you will 
love it. Alexander assured me of Click-Boom's devotion to 
the Amiga, and told me that more games would be on the 
way. 

Silent Paw Productions 

How about running Capital Punishment on a lap-top 
Amiga? Well, Shawn Randolph of Silent Paw Productions 
was showing off an '060 1200 encased in one of Silent Paw's 
unique portable units, which 1 guess are now currently 
available. These units are slick. They don't allow for new 
expansion options, but if you are looking for a portable 
Amiga, this is the closest thing you will find. It boasts a nice 
case, and an internal monitor, which gave as nice a picture 
as my 1942 at home. This would be a perfect solution for 
multimedia presentations on the fly. Easily transportable, it 
can be carried to any location, and, like all good Amigas, 
can easily be hooked up to an external monitor for very 
cool SCALA presentations. 

Alarming Events 

A beeping fire alarm chased us all out of the building 
about mid-day. As 3 fire trucks converged on the Howard 
Johnson, and we all gaped impatiently from across the 




street, I found myself in the company of Dan Charrois of 
SYZYGY Research, who programmed "The Digital Uni- 
verse". This man loves astronomy, and loves the Amiga. He 
has brought a new level of research-grade accuracy to this 
software, and has found a grateful acknowledgement from 
professional astronomers world-wide. 

Mr. Charrois is currently negotiating with the Hubble 
Space Telescope Science Institute for their catalog of 19 
million stars, which may be included in version 2 of the 
software. Make sure you have a CD-ROM drive up and 
running, for that's how this marvelous program will be 
released in the future. As I write this article, there is striking 
evidence of ancient life on Mars. For Amiga users, Digital 
Universe is THE resource for keeping up in this exciting 
field. 

Nova Design 

The real treat of the show for me was meeting Bob 
Fisher of Nova Design. This guy exudes enthusiasm for just 
about anything that speaks to the graphics capabilities of 
the Amiga. Right now, it happens to be Aladdin 4D, the 
recent acquisition of Nova Design from Greg Gorby of 
Adspec Programming.

Bob had a small slide show demonstrating the new 
interface of Aladdin, and I was knocked out by how great it 
looks. But what really floored me (being the Aladdin 
devotee that I am) was the list of outstanding features and 
improvements being added to the Aladdin roster. Discre- 
tion forbids my revealing these wonders, but let me just say 
that the tight integration of ImageFX and Aladdin 4D is 
going to be a graphic artist's dream come true. Aladdin 
already is a masterpiece with its system of flares, gases, 
fountains, and other marvels. Now it has ImageFX. Life is 
very, very good. 

Dale Larson, Al Mackey, & more 

The show went on. There were presentations by Dale 
Larson of 1AM about the intricacies of the web, and Al 
Mackey on Brilliance. Dan Charrois demonstrated how to 



zoom in on Venus and Saturn with Digital Universe, while 
users outside the hall experimented with IBrowse and 
Lyapunov landscapes in Scenery Animator. 

1 managed to have a conversation with Keynes 
Emeruwa of Wonder Computers, who described the travails 
of that company in the past year, and how it was presently 
making a comeback. Mr. Emeruwa has a keen interest in the 
success of the Amiga. He has had conversations with 
representatives of VIScorp, and is looking forward to the 
Amiga's revival in North America. Presently, Wonder 
Computers has a store in Ottawa, and a showroom in 
Vancouver. There are sales offices in Calgary, Winnipeg, 
Toronto, and Montreal. Hopefully, with the reintroduction 
of Amiga 1200s to the North American market, Mr. 
Emeruwa plans to open another store quite soon in Toronto.

Rosen made it very clear that 

VIScorp wants to hear what 

committed Amiga users have to 

say about their favorite machines. 

All-in-all, it was a great show. Towards the end of the 
day, there were competitions in 3D graphics and MOD 
music compositions. About 7:00 I'M, I realized I had not 
had a bite to eat since breakfast, so I reluctantly made my 
way to my car and the long, but beautiful drive back to 
Vermont.

A closing hint to those who long for the blockbuster 
Amiga shows such as those held in New York in the early 
'90s, or the mega-shows in Europe: Mark February of 1997 
on your calendar. A couple of fellows associated with 
Silent Paw Productions handed me a brochure in the early 
hours of the convention.

I couldn't enjoy the CD-ROM I 
have attached to my Amiga 3000 
without the application help of 
ASIMware's CDFS. It makes CD 
operations a snap, and allows me to 
change CD-ROMs on the fly. Now 
ASIMware has released PhotoCD 
Manager for the Amiga, an application 
that allows you to page through Kodak 
PhotoCDs as easily as turning the 
pages of a book. 

Kodak PhotoCDs are unique in 
that they are a format not easily 
accessed by most Amiga software. 
PhotoCDs come in several resolutions, 
so that they are suitable for both video 
and high end desktop publishing uses. 
The PhotoCD Manager interface comes 
in two flavors, HAM for non-AGA 
Amigas and HAMS for AGA owners. 
PhotoCD Manager also works on a 
CD-32 platform. The main screen of 
the PhotoCD Manager has controls for 
previewing a selected CD bank of 
thumbnail images (the CD-ROM 
comes with both the installation 
software and 42 PhotoCD images), and 
a button that allows you to save 
images to your hard drive. 

The CD image previews load 
lightning fast on an Amiga 3000, so I 
would guess that they would load 
even faster on a 4000. At the bottom of. 
the main interface are controls that

allow you to put together and view a 

slide show from any selected images 
on a referenced CD-ROM. Two 
transition wipes, push and pull, can be 
used to move the slides from one to 
the other. When the scripting (which is 
all visual) is complete, a Play button 
presents the slides in motion. A special 
Options button brings up the Options 
Panel. You can select to load or save 
slide shows, play all of the images on 
the CD-ROM (great for previewing!), 
and randomize the playback. 

A Rotation button allows you to 
Scale the image (turn it to a vertical 
orientation and scale it to fit the 
screen) and Crop (which crops the top 
and bottom of the image). Sizing 
allows AGA users to see the slide as 
small (lo-res), medium (hi-res), and 
large (hi-res laced). Non-AGA Amigas 
can't display the "large" option. If you 
have a CD-ROM attached to your 
Amiga, and own collections of either 
or both Kodak and Corel CDs, get this 
software! 



PathFinder 

International Software Publishing 
(906-475-4713) presents PathFinder for 
Amiga LightWave users who also 
work with Windows and/or Alpha 
rendering systems. PathFinder gives 
you the capability to transfer whole 
LightWave scenes with objects, 
textures, paths, and everything else in 
place back and forth between the 
Amiga and the non- Amiga platforms, 
or from Amiga to Amiga or PC to PC. 

This means that scenes can be 
developed on the Amiga, and easily 
ported to the non-Amiga platform for 
very fast rendering. The best way to do 
this (providing you're not network- 
ing... and if you are networking you 
wouldn't need PathFinder anyway) is 
to use the new ZIP drives on both the 
Amiga and the PC side to hold the 
necessary files. All that's necessary is 
to have CrossDOS installed on the 
Amiga side.
